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A  Personal  Word 

Tracing  ancestry  back  through  history  to  our  many  progenitors  has  bo- 
cono  a  business  for  some  and  a  hobby  for  others.  As  a  business  it  is  remun¬ 
erative  for  those  who  have  access  to  large  genealogical  libraries.  Success 
in  such  research  depends  somewhat  upon  the  public  prominence  of  the  family, 
altho  cemeteries,  wills,  registers  of  land  transfers  and  other  public  records 
and  church  registers  of  births,  membership,  marriages  and  deaths  provide 
scattered  sources  of  information  even  of  less  prominent  persons.  As  a  hobby 
it  is  a  fascinating  and  mentally  profitable  activity,  tailing  one  into  the 
complexity  and  the  very  substance  of  social  history  and  helping  us  under¬ 
stand  and  appreciate  the  past. 

Tracing  the  descendants  of  a  single  pair  of  progenitors,  in  contrast 
to  tracing  our  ancestors,  acquaints  us  with  the  living  branches  of  a  tree, 
living  contemporaries,  who  are  now  contributing  to  the  progress  and  the 
stability  of  society.  In  the  course  of  timo  such  a  record  becomes  the 
source  of  information  for  others  tracing  their  ancestry. 

It  is  well-nigh  impossible  for  some  of  us  whose  parents  are  of  common 
stock  and  from  foreign  lands  and  v/here  graves  and  grave  markers  are  temp¬ 
orary  and  removed  after  a  period  of  years  to  make  room  for  others,  to  go 
very  far  back  in  a  family  line  except  through  unwritten  traditions  handed 
down  by  word  of  mouth. 

The  names  of  many  uncles,  aunts,  cousins  and  other  relatives  whom  I 
had  never  seen  but  of  whom  my  parents  and  older  brothers  and  sisters  often 
spoke  in  my  presence  were  to  me,  for  many  years,  names  only  and  not  persons. 
These  names  endured  in  an  impressionable  memory  and  often  popped  into  mind 
and  longed  to  be  clothed  with  flesh  and  blood.  At 'my  father's  funeral  and 
again  when  my  mother  was  laid  to  rest  I  met  many  relatives  I  did  not  know 
I  had  and  whom  I  could  not  place  in  their  proper  family  connection. 

On  retiring  from  teaching,  after  a  life  of  association  with  hundreds 
of  college  students>the  desire  to  become  acquainted  with'my  kinfolks  again 
asserted  itself  and  I  began  to  gather  information  about  the  descendants  of 
my  grandparents  on  both  sides.  The  task  of  getting  all  the  information  I 
wanted  -  dates,  places,  marriages,  names  of  in-laws  and  children  -  to  the 
"third  and  fourth  generation"  and  beyond  and  of  fixing  the  relationship  of 
each  to  all  the  others  wa3  a  formidable  one  for  my  maternal  grandfather 
had  22  children  by  two  wives  and  my  paternal  grandfather  had  1^  children. 
This  interest  and  effort  are  not  expressions  of  pride,  I  hope,  but  of 
sociability,  a  quality  which  was  a  marked  trait  of  my  father  who,  when  he 
net  friends  and  even  strangers  on  the  road,  often  stopped  his  team  to 
visit. 

For  some  years  I  had  jotted  down  names,  parentage,  marriages,  etc. 
as  these  came  to  my  attention  casually  -  a  chaotic  collection!  In  1?46, 
through  the  patient  and  willing  cooperation  of  many  interested  cousins  in 
several  degrees  of  proximity,  I  compiled  and  put  into  tentative  mimeograph 
form  a  "Vandervel de 11  genealogy  in  the  hope  that  later  it  might  be  printed 
and  include  pictures  of  individuals  and  family  groups. 
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In  1948,  the  centennial  of  the  arrival  in  A  mcrica  of  my  de  Sv/arte 
grandparents,  I  compiled  and  published,  v/ith  pictures  of  uncles  and  aunts 
and  family  groups  "PIETER  BARTIICLOIIEUS  de  SV/ARTE  DESCENDANTS " .  In  19^4  I 
attempted  to  do  the  same  for  a  Centennial  Edition  of  the  Vandervelde  fam¬ 
ily  arrival  in  America.  There  was  not  however  sufficient  financial  assur¬ 
ance  in  advance  subscriptions  for  copies  to  warrant  the  venture. 

Additions  to  this  family  line  and  requests  for  copies- of  the  1946 
edition  long  since  exhausted  suggest  the  advisability  of  bringing  the 
family  record  up  to  date. 

What  to  include  and  what  to  exclude  from  such  a  compilation  is  a  pro¬ 
blem.  iiany  personal  facts  about  cone  relatives  such  as  their  occupation, 
their  contribution  to  society,  eminence  in  church  and  state  night  be 
included  but  this  would  be  a  partial  record  since  the  service  of  many  re¬ 
latives  has  not  been  brought  to  my  attention. 

External  facts,  mere  statistics  of  dates,  places,  names,  marriages, 
and  in-lav/s  may  seen  to  some  of  little  or  no  value.  Others  find  even  in 
these  cold  facte  historical  significance  and  social  meaning.  \7 hen  copies 
of  the  two  compilations  to  which  I  have  referred  were  sent  to  lirs.  Alice 
Bright  Parker,  chairman  of  V.'i  scons  in  Tamil  ies  Section  for  exhibit  at  the 
VJisconsin  Centennial  1948  she  recognized  this  value  in  the  letter  she 
wrote: 

"This,  I  think,  is  one  of  the  very  best  .  .  I  believe  that  we  have 
gathered  a  very  fine  start  for  a  study  of  the  families  which  came 
directly  from  the  Netherlands  to  Wisconsin.  We  have  quite  a  number 
of  small  family  histories,  none  comparable  to  yours.  ,  I  am  going 
to  suggest  to  the  history  department  of  the  University  that  Doctors1 
and  Tasters’  theses  could  very  well  be  based  on  this  material." 

Some  have  asked,  "what  is  the  value  of  all  this?"  To  this  we  reply 
with  other  questions:  "what  is  ‘value’  in  life?  "what  is  life  for,  to 
accumulate  a  million  dollars  w c  can  never  spend  and  which  may  be  the 
source  of  worry  and  tension  even  to  the  point  of  insanity  while  we  are  ac¬ 
quiring  it?"  "Is  the  chief  end  of  man  playing  solitaire  in  which  no  one 
wins  or  loses  or  bridge  in  which  all  parties  lose,  if  not  money,  then 
tempers,  patience  and  sometimes  reputations  through  gossip,  or  watching 
i.V.?"  I  indulge  in  none  of  these. 

I  don’t  play  golf  or  solitaire; 

To  paint  the  house  I  do  not  dare 
V/ith  climbing  ladders.  Doc  says,  "I/O" 

"You’re  eighty  now,  and  that  don’  t  go!" 

V/e’ve  no  T  V,  nor  do  we  crave 
To  hear  and  see  man  misbehave 
On  screen  or  otherwise  in  life. 

Our  world  today  is  sick  with  strife. 

And  so,  instead,  my  mind  you  see, 

Is  climbing  up  the  family  tree. 

And  how  delightful  that  has  been  - 
To  hobnob  v/ith  one’s  kith  and  kin 
By  pen  and  postage  stamp  in  lieu 
Cf  person’ ly  seeing  each  of  you, 

Among  the  branches  spreading  wide 
Throughout  the  world  -  the  human  tide! 
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In  this  study  of  my  ancestors  and  contemporaries  and  in  contacts  with 
relatives  who  have  incidentally  related  many  traditions  in  their  own  fam¬ 
ilies  I  have  found  much  of  historical  and  sociological  value,  I  have  been 
impressed  by  the  sacrifices  they  have  made,  the  suffering  they  have  endured, 
and  the  price  which  they  have  paid  for  progress,  I  have  been  inspired  by 
their  religious  heroism  and  devotion.  In  this  is  satisfaction  to  me.  Is 
not  this  a  value  in  life? 

Unfortunately  this  compilation  is  incomplete.  I  have  been  unable  to 
secure  information  from  some  branches  of  the  family  because  of  their  lack 
of  interest  in  this  enterprise.  There  are  some  errors  of  transcription  and 
typing  fer  which  I  assume  responsibility.  Believe  it  or  not,  brothers  and 
sisters,  uncles  and  aunts,  do  not  always  agree  on  dates  of  birth,  marriage 
or  death  of  their  parents.  Verification  of  some  dates  has  been  made  by 
examining  government  records;  but  we  have  had  neither  the  time  nor  finances 
to  do  more  than  we  have,  ’./here  official  records  have  been  consulted  for 
verification  the  volume  and  page  have  been  indicated  in  this  record  which 
will  enable  others  interested  in  research  to  consult  newspapers  of  proper 
date. 

A  word  of  explanation  should  be  made  about  the  spelling  of  the  family 
name,  “'.'hat's  in  a  name?"  may  well  be  asked  by  one  who  attempts  to  trace  a 
Dutch  family  line  through  two  centuries  in  two  countries.  Names  passed  on 
from  one  person  or  generation  to  another  by  word  of  mouth,  when  the  name 
is  infrequently  v/ritten,  may  be  carelessly  pronounced  or  indistinctly 
heard.  This  will  account  for  the  variation  in  spelling  in  the  U.3.  Census 
report.  A  name  which  is  difficult  to  pronounce  or  to  spell  may  undergo 
fundamental  changes  even  where  the  name  is  used  in  its  original  environ¬ 
ment.  The  easy  wrong  pronunciation  or  spelling  may  replace  the  more  dif¬ 
ficult  pronunciation  or  spelling. 

A  name  sometimes  represents  an  occupation.  In  our  community  was  a 
wooden-shoe  maker.  His  name  was  "Klumpcnhauer "  (spelling  uncertain).  He 
probably  was  following  the  family  trade.  Sometimes  a  name  is  derived  from 
the  location  in  which  the  family  lived  as  Vandenberg,  Van  Dyke,  Vanderbilt, 
ihe  name  "van  der  (or  dc)  Velde,'  which  is  probably  the  original  spelling, 
means  "of  or  from  the  field",  a  farmer.  This  name  has  been  Americanized 
in  the  United  States  as  have  other  names  of  similar  construction,  e.g. 
Vandenberg  and  Vanderbilt.  So  ffir  as  is  known  van  der  Velde  has  never 
been  changed  to  "Field.  In  the  process  of  Americanization  the  name  has 
assumed  several  different  forms.  The  preposition  and  the  article  have 
both  been  capitalized,  or  the  preposition  only,  in  addition  to  the  noun, 
has  been  capitalized.  The  preposition  has  been  capitalized  and  attached 
to  the  article.  All  three  parts  of  the  word  have  been  joined  and  the 
first  letter  only  capitalized,  .he  preposition  and  the  article  have  been 
dropped  and  the  noun  made  the  full  name.  In  Dutch  papers  it  was  customary 
to  write  the  initials  of  the  preposition  and  article,  v.d.  .’his  yielded 
the  following  variations:  van  der  Velde,  Van  der  (de)  Velde,  Van  Dor  Velde, 
Vander  Velde  and  Velde.  In  this  compilation  we  have  used  the  form  each 
person  used  to  identify  himself  as  far  as  this  was  known,  or  made  a  guess! 
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Explanation  of  the  method  I  have  used  to  identify  and  relate  individual 
and  generations  by  numbers,  The  usual  methods  cf  identification  seemed  un- 
suited  to  my  purpose.  So  far  as  I  know  the  method  I  devised  has  never  been 
used.  The  first  generation  is  numbered  11  to  19  arid  in  chronological  order 
of  birth  except  for  11  (Jacob)  whose  date  of  birth  is  not  known.  Four 
children  whose  names  and  date  of  birth  arc  not  known  and  who  died,  probably 
in  infancy,  are  not  listed  or  numbered.  The  second  generation  is  assigned 
numbers  in  the  100s,  the  third  generation  in  the  1000s,  etc.  Instead  of 
numbering  the  sixth  generation  1,000,000  I  used  1 1 ,  i.e.  ii  1,  II  2,  etc.  to 
save  space.  Consideration  w as  given  to  the  assignment  of  numbers  serially 
in  the  order  of  birth  bcyoijd  the  second  generation;  but  because  the  date 
of  birth  of  many  of  these  was  not  known  in  time  the  idea  was  dropped.  The 
numbers  in  the  $rd  and  succeeding  generations  are  assigned  serially  down 
the  pages  from  the  first  grandchild  of  ninnber  12  to  the  last  grandchild  of 
18,  i.e.  from  101  to  146  £  the  greatgrandchild  of  number  12  to  the  great 

grandchild  of  18  from  1001  up.  This  necessitates  revising  numbering  in 
the  I960  edition  in  all  generations  beyond  the • second .As  a  result,  in  re¬ 
ferring  to  individuals  of  the  ^ra  generation  and  beyond,  both  the  number 
and  the  edition  must  be  given. 

If  any  additions  are  reported  after  the  stencil  is  cut  but  before 
the  book  is  mailed  such  additions  will  be  placed  in  an  appendix  since  no 
changes  can  be  made  in  a  stencil  after  it  is  cut. 

Finally,  in  this  personal  word, let  me  express  my  deep  appreciation 
to  the  many  relatives  who  have  secured  for  me,  often  at  their  great  in- 
con^T  ence,  all  this  detailed  information.  V/ere  I  to  name  more  than  one 
there  would  be  no  place  to  stop.  The  one  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  much 
of  the  personal  information  about  our  grandparents,  uncles  and  aunts  is 
number  146,  George  Tillema.  his  interest  in  history  and  especially  in 
family  history  led  him  to  ask  his  mother  many  questions  about  many  details 
of  the  experiences  of  the  family  in  Holland  and  in  their  early  struggles 
in  America,  his  mother  was  also  aware  of  the  importance  of  passing  on  to 
future  generations  some  knowledge  of  "the  rock  from  which  we  have  been 
hewn",  for  the  common  everyday  exneriences  and  the  hidden  aspirations 
of  common  folk  arc  the  very  substance  of  history  and  of  progress  toward 
the  purposes  and  the  kingdom  of  God.

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HI3TCRICAL,  POLITICAL,  ECONOMIC,  SOCIAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  BACKGROUND 

There  are  many  good  histories  of  the  people  of  the  Netherlands,  of 
their  economic  hardships,  of  their  political  dependence  and  oppression, 
and  of  their  religious  persecution,  both  before  and  about  the  time  of  the 
"Great  Migration"  about  1840  to  1855*  These  accounts  are  so  well  v/ritten 
and  authenticated  by  reference  to  original  sources,  that  it' would  seem 
unnecessary  to  include  these  facts  in  this  introduction.  However,  there 
are  probably  some  families  interested  in  this  genealogy  who  do  not  have 
access  to  these  histories,  and  there  may  be  others  who  would  like  a  brief¬ 
er  statement  of  the  general  circumstances  surrounding  the  emigration  of 
the  Saape  van  der  Velde  family;' 

The  Saape  van  der  Velde  family  shared  the  hopes,  experienced  the 
disappointments  and  underwent  the  hardships  which  belonged  to  the  emigrants 
of  those  days.  A  general  description  of  these  experiences  v/ill  therefore, 
in  the  absence  of  specific  authenticated  traditions  of  the  family  both 
before  and  during  the  emigration,  suggest  the  atmosphere  under  which  our 
brave,  pious  and  foresighted  ancestors  secured  for  us  a  birth  and  a  her¬ 
itage  in  a  free  land,  the  United  States  of  America. 

Impelled  by  poverty  and  hunger,  by  restlessness,  curiosity  and  advent¬ 
ure,  by  an  urge  to  conquest,  power  and  possessions,  by  the  desire  for  lib¬ 
erty,  equality  and  fraternity  in  the  face  of  persecution,  oppression  and 
slavery,  or  finally  by  religious  motives,  from  the  beginnings  of  the  his¬ 
tory  of  mankind,  whole  tribes  as  well  as  individuals  have  moved  from  one 
geographical  area  to  another. 

Most  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  migration  of  Abraham  from  Ur  of  the 
Chaldees  to  Haran  and  to  Canaan,  of  Jacob  from  Canaan  to  Egypt,  of  the 
Israelites  from  Egypt  to  the  promised  land.  At  an  early  date  the  Hittites 
and  the  Philistines,  frequently  mentioned  in  the  Bible,  came  down  from 
the  north  across  .Asia  Minor  and  the  Aegean  Sea  into  Palestine.  Fifteen 
centuries  later  the  Goths  and  Slavic  tribes  pushed  do wn  from  the  north  and 
east  to  overthrow  the  old  Roman  Empire  and  to  people  northern  Europe. 

After  the  discovery  of  America  individuals,  private  religious  groups 
and  officially  sanctioned  or  sponsored  commercial  and  national  organi¬ 
zations  left  Europe  for  America  motivated  by  the  desire  for  adventure, 
by  visions  of  great  wealth,  by  national  pride  and  hope  of  extension  of 
domains  and  power  as  well  as  by  the  desire  for  religious  freedom. 

The  Dutch,  always  a  sea-faring  and  trading  peopl e, sail ed  the  seven 
seas  and  traded  in  many  lands.  In  the  course  of  time  they  established  a 
colony  in  New  Amsterdam,  now  New  York.  • A1 tho  they  lost  their  territory 
to  the  English,  perhaps  because  of  their  failure  to  populate  this  co&ony 
they  left  their  mark  upon  the  industry,  the  literature  and  the  religious 
tone  of  America.  Their  names  still  survive  in  this  region.  As  compared 
with  other  nationals  there  were  not  many  Holland  emigrants  even  during 
the  "Great  Migration".  From  1846  to  1850  it  is  estimated  there  were 
very  few  more  than  12,000  Dutch  who  migrated  to  America.  During  the  same 
period  there  were  450,000  Germans  and  nearly  a  million  Irish  who  cane  to 
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America.  As  compared  with  the  normal  annual  increase  in  the  population 
of  Holland  the  emigrants  were  fewer  "than  one-tenth  of  the  yearly  increase". 
This  was  about  1,500  to  2,000  over  a  period  of  10  years.  The  majority  of 
the  emigrants  were  people  of  small  means,  "minder  goedc",  the  upper  low- 
income  group.  Some  of  the  very  poor  who  were  not  able  to  pay  transporta¬ 
tion  costs  were  helped  by  those  who  could.  Sometimes  the  debtors  so 
assisted  placed  themselves  under  contract  to  work  for  a  certain  length  of 
time  without  pay  or  until  such  transportation  advances  were  covered. 

The  motives  for  emigration  of  the  van  der  Velde  family  as  well  as  of 
other  families  and  national  groups  were  multiple  as  we  have  stated.  One 
motive  dominated  one  group,  and  another  motive  another  group.  The  longing 
for  freedom  and  participation  in  government  awakened  by  the  revolutions 
in  France,  in  America  and  elsewhere  possessed  the  politically  and 
socially  oppressed  and  the  opportunity-less  lower  class.  America  in  the 
1 840s  was  for  Europeans  "the  land  of  freedom  and  opportunity".  The 
Netherlands  the  "land  van  slavernij  en  dwingelandy " . 

The  poverty  of  the  peasant  class  was  terrible  in  all  countries.  In 
the  Netherlands,  under  the  alliance  of  the  house  of  Orange  and  the  urmer 
classes,  the  principle  of  the  separation  of  church  and  state  which  had 
given  democratic  freedom  and  self-determination  to  the  common  people  in 
matters  ecclesiastical  and  theological  was  abandoned  or  withdrawn.  The 
Hervormde  (Re-organized)  Church  replaced  in  I8l6  the  Gereformerde 
(Reformed)  Church.  The  Hervormde  Church  was  the  established  church, 
financed  and  administered  by  the  state.  It  was  aristocratic,  liberal, 
rationalistic  and  heretical  in  its  theology,  according  to  some,  non¬ 
evangelical  in  its  forms  and  influence.  Against  the  free,  pious,  Calvinis- 
tic  spirits  among  the  lower  and  middle  classes  who  seceded  in  18^4  and 
sought  to  worship  in  independent  organizations,  the  government  invoked 
Articles  291  and  294  of  the  Napoleonic  code  which  decreed:  "No  associa¬ 
tion  of  more  than  twenty  persons  whose  object  is  to  meet  daily,  or  on 
special  days  appointed  for  the  observance  of  religious,  political ,  or 
other  purposes,  shall  organize  themselves  without  the  consent  of  govern¬ 
ment.  ,  .  Any  person  who  without  the  consent  of  the  municipal  authority 
shall  grant  or  consent  to  the  use  of  his  house  .  .  for  the  meeting  of 
members  of  an  association  .  for  the  celebration  of  a  cult,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  from  sixteen  to  one  hundred  francs." 

These  and  other  conditions,  violating  the  rights  of"liberty,  equal¬ 
ity  and  fraternity"  over  many  years, made  effective  the  glowing  reports  in 
letters  to  Holland  relatives  of  a  few  adventurers  who  had  gone  to  America 
in  the  lS^Os  and  later.  One  such  letter  written  in  1846  may  be  regarded 
as  "typical  of  the  enthusiasm  of  those  who  had  made  the  fearsome  journey 
and  is  quoted  here  because  it  describes  so  well  conditions  both  in  the 
homeland  and  in  America. 

"Nearly  all  people  eat  meat  three  times  a  day;  .  And  everybody  is 
kind,  and  helps  us  out  with  everything;  what  we  do  not  have,  they  lend 
us;  chairs  to  sit  on  they  brought  to  our  room  until  v/e  .  .  had  bought 
six  others  for  5  dollars,  and  a  bedstead  for  a  quarter  less  than  2 
dollars;  for  here  are  no  enclosed  bunks  or  bedsteads,  as  in  our  country, 
but  open  couches;  I  guess  this  is  on  account  of  the  heat;  and  they 
sleep  with  a  featherbed  underneath  and  a  straw  ticking  on  top;  but 
quite  correct  and  nice;  Arnhem  cant  compare  with  it.  One  sees  no  poor 
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here,  no  beggars,  nor  any  collections  or  poor  boxes,  not  even  in  the 
churches  which  my  husband  visited  .  .  Schools  are  free  here  r  v  there 
arc  no  taxes  .  .  pubs  for  drunks,  such  as  in  Armhem,  one  does  not  find 
here...  One  sees  great  luxury,  magnificent  buildings,  doors  have  silver 
knobs,  houses  of  five  stories  high,  beautiful  churches  .  .  The  finery 
is  great,  one  cannot  discern  any  difference  between  a  cobbler's  wife 
and  the  wife  of  a  prominent  gentleman;  most  people  go  bareheaded;  I 
hope  to  remain  an  exception  to  this  custom  of  theirs,  even  tho  I 
attract  everybody's  attention.  .  The  arts  and  sciences  are  flourish¬ 
ing;  my  husband  says  that  he  has  experienced  a  good  deal,  but  never 
saw  people  work  as  they  do  here:  entire  houses,  even  four  stories  high, 
are  here  moved  several  blocks  with  a  machine  to  which  sometimes  as 
many  as  l6  horses  are  hitched;  foundations  are  loosened  and  then  are 
moved  in  their  entirety,  not  only  frame  buildings,  but  also  brick;  my 
husband  saw  this  himself  .  .  Washings  hang  out  on  the  line  all  night, 
nobody  steals  here;  there  is  no  need  for  this;  no  sentries  in  front 
of  the  houses;  no  night  watchmen;  gatebells  need  not  ring?  here  are 
no  gates;  for  one  does  not  see  any  custom  officers,  no  cops,  only  a 
few  policemen,  who  look  more  like  gentlemen,  but  their  hat  is  marked 
in  front  with  the  word:  Police.  There  are  soldiers  here,  but  not 
many;  handsomely  dressed;  volunteers,  some  married;  they  serve  three 
days  a  week  to  keep  their  guns  clean  and  to  give  band  concerts  in  the 
city,  I  never  heard  more  beautiful  music  ;  .  Evenings  everything  is 
q^uiet;  stores  close  at  9  o'clock,  but  open  again  at  daybreak." 

Jit  least  three  organized  colonies,  two  Protestant  and  one  Catholic, 
left  the  Netherlands  and  arrived  in  America  in  the  period  1846  to  1848. 
The  Western  Michigan  settlement  around  Hoi land, Michigan,  under  Dominie 
Albcrtus  C.  Van  Raalte  and  numbering  "4y0  souls11  sailed  from  the  Nether¬ 
lands  in  April  1847  and  arrived  in  New  York  and  Michigan  in  June  and  July. 
The  Pella,  Iowa,  Colony  with  eight  or  nine  hundred  persons  under  Domonie 
Henry  P.  Scholte  arrived  in  Baltimore  a  little  later  and  settled  on  a 
12,000  (some  say  18,000)  acre  tract  purchased  for  the  colony.  This  story 
is  beautifully  and  dramatically  told  by  Louis  Adamic  in  his  book,  "From 
Many  Lands".  A  Roman  Catholic  Colony  settled  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  in  1848. 

Emigration  in  colonies  with  a  religious  organization  seemed  the 
safer  and  more  desirable  plan.  However  many  migrated  as  individuals  or 
as  families  or  family  groups  with  a  loose  and  temporary  organization. 

This  latter  type  was  probably  the  one  in  which  the  van  der  Velde  con¬ 
tingent  of  tin:  cane  over,  one  having  preceded  the  other  and  four 
others  having  died  in  Holland. 

The  cost  of  transportation  from  Rotterdam  to  New  York  averaged 
about  55  guilders  ("40.2  cents",  Webster,  per  gulden)  for  each  passenger 
according  to  Nabeke.  Food  was  ordinarily  provided  by  each  family  or  fam¬ 
ily  group.  This  amounted  to  about  20  guilders  additional.  All  cooking 
was  done  in  a  public  kitchen  on  the  deck  and  in  the  open  air.  When  fam¬ 
ilies  pooled  their  food  for  the  journey  the  members  of  the  group  took 
turns  preparing  the  meals.  Ir;  stormy  weather  hot  meals  could  not  be 
served,  and  no  doubt,  many  c...  d  not  e_.'e  for  food  at  such  times,  for  sea¬ 
sickness  was  common. 
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Passengers  were  expected  to  sharo  in  the  routine  scrubbing  of  the 
deck  and  in  the  care  of  their  own  quarters.  As  might  be  expected  of  the 
Dutch  this  ritual  was  performed  to  perfection.  The  chips  v/cre  usually 
'dirty  when  the  Hollanders  went  aboard,  but  long  before  they  reached 
Baltimore  or  other  American  ports,  they  were  as  clean  as  the  proverbial 
Dutch  kitchen.  The  health  officers  were  so  impressed  with  the  cleanli¬ 
ness  of  the  ships  that  the  immigrants  we re  allowed  to  land  without  the 
usual  inspections.  A  reporter  for  the  Baltimore  Sun  who  visited  one  of 
the  ships  which  brought  the  Scholte  party  to  America  wrote,  "we  have  seen 
many  emigrant  ships,  but  we  never  saw  one  more  cleanly  in  its  appearance 
than  this,  and  have  never  seen  in  any  ship  so  fine  a  body  of  emigrants." 
These  groups  were  select  groups  in  purpose,  in  religious  ideals  and  in 
determination.  Religious  services  were  held  daily  on  shipboard. 

Crossing  the  Atlantic  in  the  vessels  used  at  that  time  was  not 
undertaken  without  fear.  It  has  been  estimated  that  one  out  of  every 
hundred  sailings  ended  in  shipwreck,  and  one  out  of  every  shipwrecks 
involved  the  loss  of  the  crew  and  passengers.  The  news  of  the  Phoenix 
fire  disaster  which  occurred  on  November  21,  1847,  five  miles  off  the 
harbor  of  Sheboygan,  Wisconsin,  and  which  brought  terrible  death  to  over 
one  hundred  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  Dutch  immigrants  aboard,  was 
naturally  reported  in  the  Dutch  papers  in  the  homeland.  This  reduced  the 
flow  of  immigrants  but  for  only  a  short  time.  In  the  face  of  such  dis¬ 
asters  it  required  all  the  faith  in  God  these  pious  Dutch  possessed  to 
begin  such  a  voyage.  Their  daily  prayer  for  safety  and  their  hourly  inter¬ 
cession  at  times  in  the  midst  of  storms  which  tossed  their  ship,  sustain¬ 
ed  them  as  they  "took  (the)  step  in  God1  s  strength." 

Seasickness  was  common,  and  disease  and  death  from  this  and  other 
causes  overtook  some  on  the  voyage.  Of  the  Scholte  party  "two  aged  per¬ 
sons  and  eighteen  children  died  during  the  voyage".  It  is  estimated  that 
in  sailings  from  the  European  ports  2?>  to  5/^  died.  John  Hospers  sailing 
from  Rotterdam  in  1849  kept  a  diary  in  which  he  describes  a  funeral  at 
sea.  "At  seven  c 'clock  the  passengers  come  out  on  deck;  the  first  mate 
fastens  the  child's  body  (wrapped  and  sewed  in  canvas)  to  a  canvas  sack 
filled  with  stones  and  places  the  corpse  on  a  board,  which  lies  with  one 
end  resting  on  a  cask  and  the  other  extending  overboard.  The  captain 
stands  at  one  end  near  the  cask,  reads  solemnly  in  high  German,  and  then 
commands  the  seamen  w ho  stand  on  opposite  sides  of  the  board  to  let  the 
corpse  slide  into  the  water.  All  stand  with  uncovered  heads.  At  the 
captain'  s  word  Maas dam  announces  the  singing  of  Psalm  105;8  and  9*  The 
solemnity  is  impressive." 

On  arriving  in  New  York  or  other  American  ports  the  unwary  immigrants 
were  in  danger  of  being  fleeced  of  their  money  by  individuals  or  groups, 
both  American  and  Dutch,  who  tried  to  take  advantage  of  their  ignorance 
of  customs,  costs,  and  money  exchange.  Host  of  the  immigrants  were 
warned  in  advance,  and  societies  organized  for  the  protection  and  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  Hollanders  were  formed  by  those  of  Dutch  ancestry  who  had 
been  in  this  country  longer  or  were  born  here. 
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The  Saape  van  der  Velde  Family  Emigration 

.^Against  this  general  background  of  the  times  and  economic,  political 
and  religious  circumstances,  our  picture  of  the  Saape  van  der  Velde  family 
emigration  will  be  clearer. 

Saape  van  der  Velde  was  born  in  1802  in  Blyja,  near  Leeuwarden,  county 
seat  of  the  province  of  Friesland,  Netherlands.  His  wife,  l/opkje  Dykstra 
( sometimes  spell ed  Dykestra  and  sometimes  pronounced  "Deekstra")  was  born 
in  1805.  The  month  and  day  of  birth  of  neither  is  known.  The  year  of 
birth  of  each  is  well  established  by  the  I860  census  report, (see  the 
.Appendix),  and  by  the  obituary  published  in  "De  Bazuin",  September  12, 
1865,  which, with  a  translation  into  English,  concludes  this  account. 

Saape1 s  father  and  mother  were  Marten  and  l/opkje  whose  surname  is 
not  known.  Saape' s  son,  Martin,  father  of  the  writer  of  this  account, 
stated  in  1910  that  his  father  had  four  brothers  and  one  sister.  The 
names  he  recalled  were,  Marten,  Jarka  or  Youka  and  Janika.  The  names  of 
the  others  and  the  order  of  birth  he  did  not  know.  Children  of  these 
sons  and  daughters  were  Sipke,  Tjisse,  IClaas  and  Onna.  All  that  is  known 
of  l/opkje1 s  family  is  that  she  had  one  brother,  Jacob,  and  some  sisters. 
Presumably  the  parents  were  buried  in  or  near  Blyja  where  they  lived. 

It  is  improbable  that  there  are  no w  visible  monuments  or  markers  even  if 
they  had  been  erected.  This  can  be  understood  from  the  custom  which 
George  Tillema(l46)  described  in  a  letter  written  to  the  author  in  19^8. 

He  wrote,  “To  investigate  ancestors  who  never  left  Friesland,  Netherlands, 
would  be  too  expensive  and  not  very  likely  to  produce  results  because  in 
those  days  very  little  if  any  record  was  kept.  Birth  and  death  records 
were  kept  by  the  church  and  many  were  destroyed  or  lost  or  hidden,  and  . 
(for  the  dead)  .  a  grave  was  leased  for  7  tc  20  years  according  to  the 
wealth  of  the  individual.  At  the  expiration  of  the  lease  another  used 
the  lot.  Uhat  was  left  of  the  former  occupant  was  dumped  into  the  corner 
of  the  cemetery,  where  the  children  of  the  neighborhood  would  play  with 
skulls  and  knuckle-bones  (as  children  in  America  play  jackstones I ) ,  My 
mother  (18)  has  related  many  times  to  me  the  fun  she  and  her  sister  had 
playing  with  the  knuckle-bones  for  jacks  on  the  remains  of  a  coffin  cover 
or  on  the  head  stones  which  were  laid  flat  on  the  graves."  It  may  be 
noted  here  that  inquiry  of  more  recent  immigrants  tc  Friesland,  Wisconsin, 
reveals  that  at  the  present  time  "the  shortage  of  room  for  burial  in 
heavily  settled  districts  is  becoming  a  problem." 

Saape  and  l/opkje  lived  "on",  i.e.  besido  a  canal,  a  fact  indicated 
by  a  story  one  of  their  daughters,  Sarah  (18)  related  to  her  son  George, 

( 146) .  One  day  Sarah  was  missed  from  the  home.  The  mother  looked  out  the 
back  door,  which  opened  on  the  canal,  and  saw  her  daughter's  wcoden  shoes 
floating  on  the  canal.  The  mother  jumped  in  and  pulled  her  daughter  out. 
How  deep  the  canal  was  at  that  point  and  how  long  the  daughter  had  been 
missing  was  not  stated,  but  the  story  was  told  often  v/ith  this  observa¬ 
tion,  "if  I  hadn't  been  saved  from  the  canal  I  would  not  have  been  your 
mother!"  Present  day  maps  show  there  is  a  canal  crossing  at  Leeuwarden 
and  extending  across  a  broad  projection  to  connect  the  north  shore  of 
Friesland  to  the  east  shore. 
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Saape  was  a  fisherman  and  owner  of  a  small  boat  of  which  he  was 
captain.  He  w as  a  worldly  man  and  drank  and  caroused  with  the  sailors 
and  fishermen.  His  kind  and  generous  heart  may  have  been  in  part  respons¬ 
ible  for  his  habits  among  his  companions  in  this  occupation.  His  wife, 
Uopkje,  was  very  pious  and  deeply  concerned  over  the  habits  of  her  hus¬ 
band  and  especially  his  unsaved  soul.  She  did  all  she  could  to  save  her 
husband.  On  one  occasion  when  she  had  induced  him  to  attend  church  with 
her  he  came  under  conviction  of  sin  and  aware  of  his  lost  condition.  On 
the  w ay  home  from  church  he  left  the  path  and  went  into  the  woods  to  be 
alone.  Then  and  there  he  gave  his  heart  to  the  Lord.  He  prayed  that  he 
might  be  spared  to  serve  the  Lord  as  long  as  he  had  served  the  devil. 

He  received  assurance  that  his  request  would  be  granted.  He  told  his  w ife 
about  his  wonderful  conversion  and  of  his  resolution  to  sell  the  ship. 

V/ hen  his  w ife  objected  because  this  was  the  source  of  their  living  he  said 
he  could  not  continue  to  live  among  his  former  shipmates  and  fisher  com¬ 
panions  and  remain  true  to  his  Lord.  He  sold  his  ship  and  probably  went 
into  farming  as  the  stories  about  the  family1  s  subsistence  on  potatoes, 
turnips  and  beans  vroul  d  suggest.  Toward  the  end  of  his  life,  when  he  had 
completed  the  years  he  had  asked  the  Lord  to  allot  him  to  compensate  for 
his  years  of  serving  the  devil,  his  wife  reminded  him  of  this  request.. 

He  replied,  "the  Lord  always  fills  the  cup  to  overflowing. 

The  motives  which  prompted  this  family  to  emigrate  were  not  unlike 
those  of  others  who  left  their  native  Holland  for  America  in  mid-19th  cen¬ 
tury.  Since  the  religious  restrictions  had  been  somewhat  relieved  by 
18^5  the  religious  motive  was  not  as  important  as  others,  though  the 
memory  of  past  religious  oppression  still  rankled,  and  their  desire  to 
worship  God  in  spirit  and  not  in  mere  form  continued  strong.  Poverty, 
life-long  tenantry  perhaps  and  unrewarding  labor  faced  the  parents  and 
their  children  in  Friesland.  A  providential  inheritance  provided  money 
for  transportation.  Saape  fell  heir  to  money  left  him  by  a  distant  re¬ 
lative  who,  when  he  was  about  to  die,  called  in  a  lawyer  to  execute  a 
will,  but  the  dying  man  was  too  far  gone  to  execute  a  will  and  the  prop¬ 
erty  was  distributed  according  to  the  lav;. 

During  the  year  preceding  the  family  departure  from  Holland,  and 
perhaps  in  anticipation  of  the  use  of  the  inheritance  for  emigration, 
klaas  van  der  Velde,  the  oldest  son,  preceded  the  others  to  escape  com¬ 
pulsory  military  training  at  21.  He  made  the  crossing  with  Iieindert  and 
Tuenis  Tillcna  and  with  Martin  Tellicr,  according  to  one  source.  Klaas 
and  Tuenis  and  Iieindert  Tillema  wrote  glowing  letters  back  to  their 
parents  telling  them  of  the  glories  of  America.  "The  funny  thing  about 
these  letters",  wrote  George  Tillema,  "was  that  the  folks  back  home  could 
neither  read  nor  write.  Ileint  was  a  fine  writer  but  not  much  on  ideas 
while  Klaas  had  ideas  but  could  not  write.  Thus  between  the  two  they 
managed  to  send  some  wonderful  letters  cf  praise  of  America  and  of  con¬ 
demnation  of  the  old  country.  As  the  old  folks  could  not  read  they  took 
the  letters  to  the  landlord  to  be  read  and  there  were  some  things  that 
were  embarrassing  to  both."  They  wrote  (according  to  one  source  and 
translated)  "Rich  Numerical  The  fat  pigs  run  around  with  a  big  knife  in 
their  backs!"  (presumably  available  for  slices  of  bacon). 

*  The  information  in  this  paragraph  supplied  by  John  Van  der  Velde  (127). 
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The  family  left  Holland  in  the  early  spring  of  1855  in  a  sail  boat. 

They  were  on  the  water  seven  or  eight  weeks  -  accounts  vary.  There  is 
no  record,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  writer,  of  the  names  of  other  families 
in  the  same  party..  The  children  in  the  family  were:  Marten, age  20;  Uoplcje, 
age  18;  Charles,  age  15;  Onna,  age  14;  Mary  or  Youka,  age  12;  Sarah,  age 
10;  Kate,  age  6;  and  Jacob  whose  age  is  not  known  but  who  was  probably 
born  before  I858  since  he  died  "at  the  age  of  21"  and  he  is-  not  mentioned 
in  the  i860  census. (See  Appendix). 

On  reaching  New  York  the  family  went  at  once  to  Lancaster, 'New  York, 
which  was  about  15  miles  east  of  Buffalo.  This  town  contained  a  Frisian 
settlement  where  some  newcomers  to  America  stopped  for  a  time  to  learij'i 
the  language  and  the  customs  of  America.  The  van  der  Velde  family/  here 
for  11  or  12  months  before  proceeding  to  To wn  Eight,  Milwaukee, l/isconsin, 
in  May  or  June  165^«  Nith  the  little  money  Saape  had  left  from  his  inher¬ 
itance,  after  he  had  paid  for  passage  for  his  whole  family,  and  w ith  some 
savings  he  had,  he  bought  a  bO  acre  tract  in  Town  Eight,  placing  a  mort¬ 
gage  on  it  for  the  unpaid  portion.  Tjisse  Tillema  states  in  a  letter  to 
the  writer  that  Marten  (150  and  Nick  (12)  paid  off  the  mortgage  with  the 
money  they  earned  working  in  the  saw  mills  and  logging  camps  of  Michigan 
and  in  the  harvest  fields  south  and  southwest  of  Milwaukee.  After  the  farm 
was  bought  "they  (i.e.  Nick  and  Marten)  built  a  long  house  on  it  for  the 
old  folks , "probably  before  1858  when  Nick  was  married.  "Later",  wrote 
Tjisse,  "they  (Martdn  and  Nick)  got  20  acres  as  their  pay  back".  In  a 
conversation  with  the  writer  in  1910  Mart.cn  stated  he  "planned  to  trade 
household  goods  with  Hick  but  the  death  of  Nick's  wife  changed  these 
plans",  and  he  (Marten)  went  to  Town  Eight  from  .’Alto  (Fond  du  Lac  Co.) 
and  with  Nick  purchased  h  of  father's  forty  acre  farm". 

Here  Saape  and  l/opkje  lived  until  their  death  in  1868.  This  was 
home  for  them  and  was  also  "home"  for  four  sons  and  four  daughters  after 
they  married  and  scattered.  Their  fourteen  years  in  America  were  years 
of  enjoyment,  of  hard  work,  of  comfort,  of  comparative  prosperity  and  of 
happy  association  in  the  religious  life  of  the  church  and  community  in  a 
land  of  opportunity  and  of  political,  economic  and  religious  freedom. 

They  watched  their  sons  and  daughters  prosper  and  a  n ew  generation 
appear.  VJhile  they  may  have  longed  to  return  to  their  native  land  for  a 
visit  they  did  not  care  to  return  to  live,  for  as  one  son  3aid,  "they 
had  eaten  too  many  beans,  turnips  and  potatoes  without  variety"  to  care 
to  repeat  that  life.  Cnc  daughter  "never  liked  turnips  and  rutabagas  and 
never  ate  them  in  America"  because  of  an  aversion  established  in  Holland. 

OBITUARY 

It  has  pleased  the  Lord  of  the  living  and  the  dead  to  take  from  us  by 
death  our  dearly  beloved  parents, at  almost  the  same  time  according  to  their 
desire.  Our  Mother,  l/opkje  van  der  Velde,  died  September  1,1868  at  the  age 
of  6p  years;  and  our  Father, S. van  der  Velde, fell  asleep  September  11,1868, 
at  the  age  of  66.  They  were  both  born  in  the  Province  of  Friesland, Noth. 

How  coincidental  this  loss  to  us, their  children!  May  we  not  however  take 
comfort  in  the  thought  that  they  both  loved  and  served  the  Lord  Jesus  and 
belonged  to  Him?  They  looked  forward  with  ardent  longing, if  it  might  be 
possible, to  enter  together  into  the  rest  which  remains  for  God's  people.

The  Number  and  the  Order  of  Birth  of  the  Children 

According  to  Mary  Tillema  Smcdema  (l4^)  thirteen  children  were  born  to 
Saape  and  Woplcje  Dykstra  van  der  Velde  in  Holland.  The  nones  of  four. of  the 
children,  if  they  were  firmed,  and  the  dates  of  their  birth  are  not  known. 

The  date  of  birth  and  the  date  of  death  of  Jacob  (ll)  who  "died  at  the  age 
of  21  of  tuberculosis  contracted  in  the  hayfield"  are  not  known. 

Jacob  is  listed  first  in  this  compilation  altho  one  tradition  states 
Klaas  (12)  was  the  oldest.  The  unknown  dates  cf  birth  of  the  four  who  pre¬ 
sumably  died  in  infancy  may  be  fitted  between  the  established  dates  of  birth 
of  the  eight  whose  birthdays  are  known.  Since  Jacob  is  not  listed  in  the 
I860  census  with  the  others  it  is  presumed  ho  had  died  while  the  members 
of  the  family  were  living  together  on  the  farm  at  Fox  Point, Wisconsin.  He 
may  have  died  as  early  as  18^4,  thus  placing  the  date  of  his  birth  somewhere 
between  18^4  and  1859* 

Mary  Tillema  Smcdema  (l4^)  said  her  "Aunt  ICate  (l?)  told  her  often 
that  she  (Aunt  Kate)  was  the  ljth  child  and  thrown  in  for  good  measure."

The  Randolph  Center  Cemetery  records,  in  the  possession  of  the  sexton, 
Albert  Tillema  (1077)  in  19^7,  under  the  heading  "berals"  (burials!),  contain 
the  item, "Val da  1 s  wife  and  child".  This,  according  to  those  whose  memory 
reached  back  to  the  early  years,  refers  to  Klaa3's  first  wife  and  to  his 
second  child  (102).  The  date  of  this  is  about  1362, 


Appendix  D. 

The  Prairie  Fire 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  October  8,  1871,  while  Klaas  (12)  and  his  wife, 
Dora,  were  at  church  with  two  of  their  children,  Samuel  (105),  a  mischievous 
boy  of  five  and  their  six  months  old  baby,  Anna  (106),  a  prairie  fire  swept 
over  their  farm  located  near  Holland,  Nebraska.  When  l/opkje  (lOl),!la  girl 
of  twelve  years",  who  had  been  left  at  home  to  care  for  her  two  sisters, 
iiary  (104)  and  Johanna  (105)  two  to  four  years  old,  saw  the  fire  coming 
she  started  across  the  fields  to  her  neighbors  for  help.  Probably  overcome 
by  smoke  she  fell  to  the  ground  where  she  was  found  dead.  Her  two  little 
sisters,  iiary  and  Johanna,  in  their  fear  crawled  behind  the  stove  where 
they  too  were  found  dead.  The  exact  date  of  the  fire  seems  to  establish 
the  date  of  the  birth  of  l/opkje  (101)  as  1859*
